1848 Coronet Head 1C. NGC graded Proof 66 Red & Brown. N-19, Low 
R.6. Ex: P. Kaufman Collection. A Proof-only die pairing with only about 25 
pieces known. This glorious Gem has extremely impressive surfaces overall. 
The date was originally entered in the die with a sharp slant down to the 
right. The base of a 1 is recut above, the 4 slightly to the left, and the final 8 
slightly below. The reverse has a fine die line on the rim over TED, and this 
same die line can be seen on all Proof large cents of the 1840s. All of these 
coins were struck from the same reverse die; either the reverse die was saved 
from year to year for use only on Proof coins, or all of these coins were struck 
at the same time, at some later date. This Gem example has intermingled 
deep crimson-red and blue-purple color over each side displayed in a some- 
what mottled manner. It is sharply struck with slight cameo contrast. An

CLASSIC GEM PROOF 1856 FLYING EAGLE SMALL CENT 





1856 Flying Eagle 1C. NGC graded Proof 65. Snow-9. The 1856 Flying Eagle cent has been eagerly sought by collectors since the first coins dropped from 
the dies. Smoothing the path for the abandonment of the familiar large cent, and preparing for the introduction of the significantly smaller coin, the Mint pre- 
pared a select distribution of the new coins. Examples were presented to President Franklin Pierce, each U.S. senator and representative, influential newspaper- 
men and officials of the Treasury Department. Some of these were sufficiently impressed to request and receive extra specimens, but all were business strike or 
Uncirculated examples. 


Numismatists and the general public scrambled to obtain the new coin, which became an overnight rarity. Edward D. Cogan, the “English daddy of the Ameri- 
can coin trade” sold a piece for the unheard-of sum of $2 as early as 1859, a sum equal to a day’s wage for many Americans. Then irrepressible Mint Director 
James Ross Snowden initiated production of Proofs in part to use as trading stock in his search for Washington medals and tokens for his favorite project, the 
Mint Cabinet. With this rich and faintly scandalous background adding to its appeal, the 1856 Flying Eagle cent exerts the same fascination on 21st century col- 
lectors as it did on those of the mid-19th! 


A razor sharp strike is personified by the crisply defined feathers on the eagle’s wings, tail, and body. The fine-pointed leaves in the reverse wreath extend above 
the base of C, and just below the base of T in CENT to identify this die variety. Somewhat mottled tawny-gold covers both sides, suffused by the underlying 
reflectivity of the splendid deep mirrored fields. Border denticles show the mathematical regularity and precision found only on the elusive Proof examples of this 
classic rarity of all American small cent coinage. Given the remarkable roster of attractions embodied in this glorious Gem, it might well prove impossible to locate 
a finer example; even locating a coin of identical condition and visual appeal would provide a real challenge. NGC Census: 30 in PR65; 3 finer (12/08). (#2013)

1866 Shield 5C. NGC graded MS-65. A highly lustrous Gem example 
from the first year of the nickel five cent series that is visually impressive. As 
usual, the strike wanes on the lower part of the shield, the date, and the stars 
on the reverse. A fully brilliant appearance enlivens the surfaces. The reverse 
die is essentially unfinished between the stars, and several cracks are noted as 
well. Quite elusive as a Gem business strike. (#3817) 


1871 Shield 5C. ANACS graded Proof 62. Sharply impressed with a light- 
ly toned steel-gray appearance overall. The reflectivity of the fields is too 
muted for a finer grade assessment. (#3825)

despite some minor surface granularity. Key date to the Liberty nickel series.

Deep argent-gray toning blankest 
each side of this typically struck example. A couple of toning spots are seen

1855 Liberty Seated H10C. NGC graded Proof 66. Ex: Pittman Collec- 
tion. the sale of proof coins to the general public did not generally increase 
until 1858 when the Mint began to advertise their availability. Prior to that, 
proofs were only struck by specific request or for special presentation pur- 
poses. At the time, proof mintages were not recorded or reported by the 
Mint; however, our research indicates the production of perhaps 25 pieces. 
Current population figures bear this out: 10 at PCGS, 18 at NGC, several 
being likely resubmissions. 


The date is lower than is seen on most varieties, beginning centrally and 
slanting up. A small, hollow, concave impression is seen above the left arrow 
probably the result of excessive die polishing. We have examined several other 
Proof 1855 half dimes and find consistent weakness on star 4, as is also pre- 
sent on this coin. Several of the other star centrils are not fully brought up. 


The fields are moderately reflective, and a moderate coating of smoky-gray- 
blue toning blankets each side. This is enhanced with reddish-gold accents 
when the coin is tilted under a light source, especially on the reverse. For 
pedigree purposes, several small marks are seen between stars 4 and 5 at the 
rim, and a tiny mint-made indentation is under the 85 of the date. On the 
reverse, the N of UNITED is recut, and some die clashing is seen under the 
M of DIME. A seldom offered half dime, especially as a Gem Proof example.

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1964 Kennedy 50C Specimen Strike. NGC graded MS-67. The 1964 
Special Mint Set coins that started appearing at auction venues approximate- 
ly 14 years ago have an interesting texture. They don't have the deep prooflike 
(almost proof) quality of the 1967 SMS coins. They are more similar to the 
1965 SMS pieces, but lack the reflectivity seen even on those pieces. Specu- 
lation is that some 50 sets were produced, many of which have been broken 
up in the past few years. This specimen is brilliant, intricately detailed, and 
displays extensive die polishing. This results in myriad tiny raised die lines in 
the obverse and reverse fields - not to be confused with (post-striking) hair- 
lines that detract from a coin’s appearance and value. Light smoky-golden 
patina covers most of the obverse; the reverse is essentially brilliant. Kennedy

REMARKABLE 1795 FLOWING HAIR DOLLAR - MS63 PROOFLIKE 





government for the fledgling United States. More than two years passed between the time Congress authorized dollar coinage (1792) and the actual production 
of the first such coin, the Flowing Hair silver dollar in 1794. As part of the basic Mint Act of April 2, 1792, the House and Senate specified that two key Mint 
officers - the chief coiner and assayer - would each have to post bonds of $10,000 before they could work with precious metal. The requirement was excessive; it 
represented more than six times the annual salary of $1,500 apiece provided for these two officers. Understandably, they had trouble meeting it - and, until they 


did, only copper coinage could proceed (cents and half cents of 1793 and 1794). 


Silver coinage started with two denominations - the silver dollar and half dollar; both were essentially identical in design (half dimes of this date were coined in 
early 1795). The dollar was deemed the most prestigious, so Mint officials decided to strike that coin first. Actually, the Mint had gotten a running start on the 
new coins: engraver Robert Scot had been told to prepare designs for them months before the legal snarl was untangled. 


When the first silver dollars were released, the design met with public outcry - (a similar fate greeted the 1793 Chain cents and Wreath cents). In the case of the 
silver dollar, the powers that be decided it would serve them better to hire a more competent designer for a coin of the importance of the silver dollar. Henry 
William DeSaussure was retained as the Director of the Philadelphia Mint in June,1795. The first priority was to issue gold coins; the second was to redesign all 
coinage, particularly the silver coins. DeSaussure obtained the services of the famous painter Gilbert Stuart to redesign the all-important silver dollar. Stuart mod- 
eled his new obverse from his painting of the most beautiful women in Philadelphia, Mrs. William Bingham (formerly Ann Willing). His designs are classic 18th 
century beauty. Liberty is rendered with her long hair bound by a ribbon, and her bust is covered by a loose gown. The reverse received considerable attention as 
well, with the eagle made much smaller and the wreath more delicate. The Flowing Hair design was retired after scarcely 12 months in production. The early 
days at the Mint presented many challenges, and this coin captures these struggles in magnificent perfection. 


This die pairing produced an estimated 100,000 coins, which is considered a very high production number from this early time at the Mint. It is virtually unheard 
of for these large dies for the silver dollar lasted such an extended period of time without cracking or severely shattering during this lengthy production run. The 
left side of obverse die was scratched by the engraver during preparation with a long thin “bar” in the field behind the uppermost curl of Liberty. This is believed 
to have been a slip of the engraver’s hand who was likely strengthening Liberty’s curl points at the time. The “bar” variety is instantly identifiable from a distance, 
as this feature is so often seen, and usually the bar is found very sharp and clear, On later die states, the bar is thinner reflecting die lapping which was commonly 
done to remove die rust and/or die clashing. This process also minutely reduces the depth of the devices by lowering the fields, and on many lapped dies exam- 
ples, Liberty's curls are greatly weakened or the stars appear smaller on the obverse as a result. The present coin exhibits an early die state, thus Liberty's curls show 
the greatest depth and definition, and the stars are large and full. Curiously, the reverse die cracked early in its life from the left stem end to the border below, but 
this crack remains remarkably stable and does not progress with subsequent use. Most dies do not fare so well, and once a crack forms, each new coin struck caus- 


es further deterioration, and eventually the die shatters and becomes unusable. 


Any Flowing Hair silver dollar is a rare and desirable coin in Mint State grades, and this Select example with noticeably reflective fields represents an important 
numismatic treasure. Bright and essentially untoned with fully lustrous bright silver surfaces. The fields and devices are remarkably clean for a Bust dollar and 
anyone who spends more than a casual glance examining the fields and devices will assuredly be pleased with the regal quality found here. The fields and devices 
show abundant luster, with a remarkable degree of reflectivity from the original die polish used to prepare the dies for coinage. Even close examination fails to 
reveal any mint-made adjustment marks that are so commonly seen on these early coins. For pedigree purposes, two tiny dark toning spots are noted: one under 
Liberty's lowest hair curl, the other in the field under the eagle's right (facing) wing. A fabulous coin for the specialist, which boasts rich eye appeal, splendid qual- 
ity and a sharp strike (save for a hint of softness on the eagle’s breast), all qualities desired but seldom found in these large Flowing Hair silver dollars. In terms 
of rarity, this is by far the most common die pairing of the year, but in this condition, the present coin is a great rarity and certainly within the top 100 coins of 
this date, perhaps much higher when one considers the Three Leaf reverse as opposed to the Two Leaf reverse styles. NGC Census: 2 in 63 Prooflike, 1 finer

1836 Gobrecht Dollar. ANACS graded Details of Proof 50 Repaired, Cleaned. Plain Edge, Name on Base. Listed as Judd-60, Pollock-65, but more accu- 
rately described as a regular issue and listed in A Guide Book of United States Coins as such. Die Alignment I, reverse eagle flies “onward and upward” through 
a field of 26 stars of varied size, pellet before ONE and pellet after DOLLAR horizontally even when coin is turned on its horizontal axis. Evidence of smooth- 
ing is noted on the obverse and reverse and the surfaces appear to have been cleaned at one time, a common malady for this interesting issue. Despite the stated 
problems, still a pleasing example of the first Gobrecht dollar issue, made to the tune of some 1,000 pieces, and struck in late 1836 and early 1837 for actual dis- 
tribution in the channels of commerce. In the eyes of many of todayis silver dollar specialists, your early dollar collection has “arrived” once you add an afford- 
able Gobrecht dollar to your cabinet. 


The first Gobrecht dollar issue was made to the extent of 1,000 pieces before December 31, 1836 (600 more pieces were made in early 1837 with different die 
orientations). While some Proofs were distributed to officials (President Andrew Jackson received two), and a few no doubt went to the small community of 
numismatists, most were actually deposited at face value and served in the channels of commerce. This proved to be unusual, as in future years coins made for 
circulation were not in the Proof format. The present coin will find a home in a specialized Liberty Seated silver dollar collection, a type set of United States 
coinage, or by tradition in a cabinet of patterns. (#11225)

1855. PCGS graded Proof 65. Dave Bowers’ Silver Dollars and Trade Dollars of the United States: A Complete Encyclopedia (1993) notes: “Although Walter H. 
Breen states in his Encyclopedia on Proof coins that possibly 50 to 60 Proof 1855 silver dollars survive, my experience differs. I believe that fewer were coined and 
fewer exist today than of the 1854. Proofs, rarer than those dated 1854 for some unknown reason, were made from a separate 1855 obverse die and were com- 
bined with two reverses (one of them the same used for 1854 Proofs). AU and better business strikes tend to be somewhat prooflike, and have been catalogued 
as ‘Proofs’ in the past, possibly causing a misconception of true Proof rarity in auction catalogues and other literature. Examples of the 1855 Proof dollar were 
included in silver sets of the year, of which relatively few were made. As is the case with 1854 silver sets, examples are rarely seen, and I doubt if even one set per 
decade comes on the market either privately or through auction. Far more 1804 dollars (of which 15 exist) have come on the market in the past half century than 
have 1855 Proof sets. I estimate the number of sets minted as being fewer than 30 to 40, and even this may be on the high side. Proof cents and half cents of this 
date are far less rare than the silver denominations. In addition, Proof dollars of the year were sold separately. At the time numismatists who collected United 
States silver dollars (coins which fit in nicely with collections of world dollar-sized ‘crown’ silver coins) were more numerous than were those who specialized in 
half dimes, for example. It is my opinion that Proof 1855 Liberty Seated dollars are very rare, more so than popular catalogues indicate.”

The overall 
appearance of the coin is actually far finer than typically encountered, as an unusually large percentage of the surviving examples exhibit poor planchet quality, 
and/or problems of one sort or another (including but not limited to cleaning, damage, repair work, scratches, bends, and the like). If one was to examine each 
date of this denomination in its entirety, then the importance of this very rare issue becomes apparent. In all likelihood, eagles dated 1804 are the rarest of this 
Heraldic Eagle type (the only possible exception being those dated 1798/7). Additionally, if examining each Guide Book variety of pre-1838 eagles individually, 
then only the 1795 9 Leaf, 1797 Small Eagle, and 1798/7 7x6 Stars are rarer than this issue.

Saul 
Teichman believes that the 1864 copper dimes were struck circa 1869, com- 
menting: “These are believed to be restrikes made circa 1869 and into the 
early 1870s for inclusion in sets with the With Motto quarter, half dollar, and 
silver dollar. These sets were made in silver, copper, nickel and aluminum for 
sale to collectors.” This example has nicely reflective fields with attractive 
chestnut surfaces with iridescent toning and slight traces of red mint color.

A BRIEF HISTORY OF 


/ The Roosevelt Dime 





oon after the death of President Franklin D. Roosevelt in April 

1945, legislation was introduced by Virginia Congressman 

Ralph H. Daughton that called for the replacement of the Mer- 
cury dime with one bearing Roosevelt's image. The dime was chosen 
to honor Roosevelt partly due to his efforts in the founding of the 
National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis (later renamed the March 
of Dimes), which originally raised money for polio research and to aid 
victims of the disease and their families. The public had been urged 
to send in a dime to the Foundation, and by Roosevelt's death, the 
Foundation was already popularly known as the "March of Dimes." 


Due to the limited amount of time available to design the new coin, 
the Roosevelt dime was the first regular-issue U.S. coin designed by a 
Mint employee in more than 40 years. Chief Engraver John R. Sin- 
nock was chosen, as he had already designed a Mint presidential medal 
of Roosevelt. Sinnock's first design, submitted on October 12, 1945, 
was rejected, but a subsequent one was accepted on January 6, 1946. 


The dime was released to the public on January 30, 1946, which 
would have been Roosevelt's 64th birthday. Sinnock's design placed 
his initials ("JS") at the base of Roosevelt's neck, on the coin's obverse. 
His reverse design elements of a torch, olive branch, and oak branch 
symbolized, respectively, liberty, peace, and victory. 


Controversy immediately ensued, as strong anti-Communist senti- 
ment in the United States led to the circulation of rumors that the 
"JS" engraved on the coin was the initials of Joseph Stalin, placed 
there by a Soviet agent in the mint. The Mint quickly issued a state- 
ment refuting this, confirming that the initials were indeed Sinnock's. 
Perhaps to avoid further controversy, when Sinnock designed the 
Franklin half dollar two years later, he used his full initials: JRS. (Stal- 


in's middle name was Vissarionovich.) 


Another controversy surrounding Sinnock's design involves his image 
of Roosevelt. Soon after the coin's release, it was claimed that Sinnock 
borrowed his design of Roosevelt from a bas-relief created by African 
American sculptor Selma Burke, unveiled at the Recorder of Deeds 
Building in Washington D.C. in September 1945. Sinnock denied 
this, claiming that he simply utilized his earlier design on the Roo- 
sevelt medal. 


With the passage of the Coinage Act of 1965, the composition of the 
dime changed from 90 percent silver and 10 percent copper to a clad 
"sandwich" of copper between two layers of an alloy of 75 percent 
copper and 25 percent nickel. This composition was selected because 
it gave similar mass (now 2.27 grams instead of 2.5 grams) and elec- 
trical properties (important in vending machines)—and most impor- 
tantly, because it contained no precious metal. 
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Soon after the change of composition, silver dimes (as well as silver 
quarters and half dollars) began to disappear from circulation, as peo- 
ple receiving them in change hoarded them. Although now rare in cir- 


culation, silver dimes occasionally turn up in customers’ change. 


Starting in 1992, the US Mint re-introduced silver coins in its annu- 
al collectors sets. This included a 90 percent silver Proof Roosevelt 
dime, Washington quarter(s), and Kennedy half dollar, a series that 
continues today. 


Since 1946 the Roosevelt dime has been minted every year. Through 
1955, all three mints, Philadelphia, Denver, and San Francisco pro- 
duced circulating coinage; production at San Francisco ended in 1955, 
resuming in 1968 with Proof coinage only. Through 1964, "D" and "S" 
mintmarks can be found to the left of the torch. From 1968, the mint- 
marks have appeared above the date. None was used in 1965-67, and 
Philadelphia did not show a mintmark until 1980 (in 1982, a Mint 
error left the "P" off a small number of dimes, which are now valuable). 
To commemorate the 50th anniversary of the design, the 1996 mint 
sets included a "W" mintmarked dime made at the West Point Mint. A 
total of 1,457,000 dimes were issued in the sets. 


The reeded edge on the modern dime is a holdover from earlier 
designs. The reeding was placed on gold and silver coins to discour- 
age counterfeiting and fraudulent use, such as filing down the edges 
to collect the dust for profit. Currently, none of the coins produced 
for circulation contain precious metals. However, the continued use 
of reeded edges on current circulating coinage of larger denomina- 
tions is useful to the visually impaired. The edge of a modern dime 
has 118 ridges. 


In 2003, a group of conservative Republicans in Congress proposed 
removing Roosevelt's image from the dime, and replacing it with that 
of President Ronald Reagan, although he was still alive. Legislation to 
this effect was introduced in November 2003 by Indiana Representa- 
tive Mark Souder. Amongst the more notable opponents of the legis- 
lation was Nancy Reagan, who in December 2003 stated that, "When 
our country chooses to honor a great president such as Franklin Roo- 
sevelt by placing his likeness on our currency, it would be wrong to 
remove him.” After President Reagan's death in June 2004, the pro- 
posed legislation gained additional support. Souder, however, stated 
that he was not going to pursue the legislation any further.
